1. CONFIDENTIAL - ENTIRE TEXT. 

2. DIRECTOR OF SECURITY AT THE CURACAO 
AIRPORT CALLED CONSULATE GENERAL AT 1300 HOURS 
ON NOVEMBER 27 TO REPORT THAT DUTCH MARINES WERE 
PUT ON ALERT AT THE CURACAO AIRPORT. 

THE DIRECTOR SAID THAT REBEL AIRCRAFT FROM 
VENEZUELA HAVE REQUESTED PERMISSION TO LAND AT 
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CURACAO IN ORDER TO REFUEL. REPORTEDLY, THE 
PLANES WILL BE ALLOWED TO LAND, BUT THEY WILL 
NOT BE ALLOWED TO REFUEL. 

3. POST ATTEMPTED TO CONFIRM THIS INFORMATION 
WITH VARIOUS SOURCES. DUTY OFFICER AT DUTCH AIR 
FORCE STATIONED AT AIRPORT ADJACENT TO 
COMMERCIAL CARGO AREA SAID THEY TOO HAD HEARD 
THE RUMOR, AND BELIEVED IT WAS JUST THAT. 

4. ANOTHER AIRPORT SOURCE, CHIEF OF CIVIL 
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AVIATION, ADVISED THAT DUTCH EMBASSY IN CARACAS 
IS KEEPING CURACAO (AND PRESUMABLY ARUBA) 
INFORMED ABOUT THE POSSIBILITY OF MILITARY 
AIRCRAFT HEADING TO THE NETHERLANDS ANTILLES OR 
ARUBA. HE INDICATED THAT EMERGENCY PLANNING 
SESSION IS IN SESSION TO DETERMINE WHAT ACTION 
WILL BE TAKEN SHOULD AIRCRAFT HEAD THIS WAY. HE 
MUSED THAT ANY SUCH AIRCRAFT WOULD LIKELY BE 
COMING FOR ASYLUM AND 
NOT FOR PURPOSES OF REFUELING. 

5 . A FINAL SOURCE , NAVAL OFFICER AT HEADQUARTERS 
OF DUTCH FORCES CARIBBEAN, AT 1545 HOURS 
NOVEMBER 27 ADVI SEAQQBTHAT REBEL FORCES STILL HAVE

XQ05&STR0NGH0LD AT ONE OF THE MILITARY AIRFIELDS IN 
VENEZUELA. HE BELIEVED THAT ANY AIRCRAFT WHICH 
MIGHT COME THIS WAY WOULD BE BRONCOS. HE 
ADVISED THAT SUCH AIRCRAFT WOULD NOT BE FIRED 
UPON, WOULD BE CONFISCATED UPON LANDING, AND 
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THAT PILOTS WOULD BE HELD IN MILITARY DETENTION 
UNTIL THE POLITICS OF THE SITUATION DICTATE 
OTHERWISE .
